~\vhat is in the hearts of Americans 
on Mfe'morial Day. The nation finds 
it necessary to turn to symbols to 
express its homage to those who

Any] hope for revival of federal 
-subsidies for the supersonic 
transport plane apparently died 
with the statement of a Boeing 
official that a great deal more 
money would be needed than the 
$035 million the House was willing 
to switch from termination of the 
project to its continuation. ■ 

The Senate, instead of going 
along with the House, voted to kill 
the development appropriation and 
to increase termination payments 
to reimburse the airlines as well as 
the manufacturers which had in- 
vested in the SST, 

Final defeat of the SST was a 
victory for Senator William 
Proxmlrc, Wisconsin Democrat, 
who contended the SST was too cost- 
ly, not practical, should bo develop- 
ed finally, that it would threaten 
the environment, 
environment. 

Proponents maintained ihe 
-projcctshould bo kept alive to keep 
up with Russian and Anglo-French 
development of their own versions 
of the SST, to avoid unemployment 
In the industry, and the dollar drain 
overseas which a successful SST 
might be expected to ease by 
keeping the U.S. leadership in the 
flight Industry.

speed and greater seating 
capacity. 

Should the Russian and Anglo- 
French superjets prove successful.

Oyertpking the foreign 
lead then woul& be extremely 
costly and difficult, even im- 
possible. ^ . 

Should the superjets prove a 
failure, Congress will be hailed for 
ending the eight years and billion 
dollars Invested In the SST. 

Only time will tell if the gamble 
was wise.

Teenagers looking for summer 
work or part-time jobs the rest of 
the year ought to bo encouraged In 
Ihclr efforts.

Dour Dr. Hiostoson: Please 
explain Impotigo to mo. I would 
like to know what It looks like 
ond what to do about It. — C^E^ 

Impetigo, while it Is "only a 
akin disease," should not be 
taken lightly. It la a highly 
contagious Infection of tho skin, 
caaiod by cither streptococcus 
or alaphylococcu.i germs. 

It appears as multiple small 
bllgtcrs which cliange Into pua- 
tlllcd lesions and tlion' become 
cruslod over. ( Tlwso lesions ore 
usually on exposed parts of tho 
body, particularly face and 
scalp.) 

Treatment Is witii antibiotics 
taken by mouth, usually tliose of 
the tetracycline group. 

Because the dlsooso b so 
contagious, children with Un- 
petlgo should bo kept homo 
trom school, and contact with 
playmates should be stopped 
until the condition clears up. 

It is also essential to practice 
scrupulous hygiene. The child 
should have hU own towels and 
washcloths, aiid should not 
touch those belonging to anyonp 
else. Wash hands frequently; 
lingers can pick up germs (rom 
(he pussy lesions and transfer 
them to other skin areas. 

For the same reason, tho 
child should not play wilh toys , 
that are. likely to be used or 
touched by others. 

It's an unpleasant, omory 
disease, and if it gets out of c4h- 
h-ol it can bo dangerous,

and havo seven children. Last 
year my periods cut down to 
three days, and In the middle of 
the month I would have a day 
when I would pusli tesrs.all day 
for no reason.

From time to 
Umo It can happen in Iho SOs, 
and bi roro biatances (usually 
when a severe health problem 
Is bivolved) It can even be be- 
fore 30,

A«rIcuIturo Department today 
proposed a massive revision of 
its. poujtry Inspection 
regulations, Lncludlnfl a plan to 
(tuarantee more Informattve 
labels on some processed . 
poultry foods. 

The department's proposals 
wore Included in o SOO^patio 
bundle of regulattons In- 
corporatintf ruJoa already- in 
effect and others authorlziHi by 
the 196B i^olesomb ^Poultry 
Products Act, 

In addition to cnrry^ovor rules 
and now items authorlzcid by the 
1008 law, the now regulations 
also contain a lengthy list of 
requirements which have been 
enforced for some Ume as a 
matter of Kovomment policy, 
but had. not previously been 
formally written Into 
regulations. 

Officials said major now 
requirements In the formal 
proposal including a provision 
altowtng the department to 
specify whore net weight 
statements must be located on 
processed food labels. Also, the 
proposal would allow the 
department to regulate the size 
of typo used for netwetght 
statements.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -l^o 
United States Imported goods 
worth tZii million more Uiun It 
exporiftd In April, the Com- 
merce t>epartinent reported 
Ihnraday. Ihe first trade 
deficit In more than two years, 
It could spell more trouUe for 
the already shaken value of the 
dollar on international markets. 

Imports set a new record of 
$3,76 ttUlion during tlie month 
as Americans sharply Increased 
their purchases of foreign 
foodstuffs, steel and aluminum. 
Hit April figure wqs up 5.3 per 
cent from March imports of 
(3.57 billion. 

Exports dipped 7. 1 per cent in 
April to »3.M billion. Soles were 
down on. agricultural' products 
and aircraft. 

It was the first tlmo since 
February, !S69, that Americana 
imported more than they 
exported. 

The trade deficit was a 
severe blow to Nixon adminis- 
tration hopes for improvement 
in the overall balance of 
payments. Hie nation tradition- 
ally uses its export earnings to 
offset overseas spending for 
defenfo, tourist ^travel, foreign 
aid and other fs/ctors. 

In the first thrde months of 
this year, the U.S. economy 
lived I5.K billion beyond Its 
means In dealings with the reet 
of the world. That was the size 
of the balatlce of payments 
deficit It ran wpr 



As 0 result of Uto deficit, 
unprecedented numbers of dol- 
lars piled up in foreign banks, 
mostly In Europe. The glut of 
dollars caused five European 
nations, chiefly West Germany, 
to pemilt the value of their 
' currency to Increase roIaUve to 
the dollar, In effect, the dollar 
was dcvauled bi bitemaUonal 
trading. . 

U.S. officials said the record 
balance of payments deficit 
was caused primarily by a flow 
of speculative mpnoy from the 
United States to Europe, 
seeking higher lnter«st rates 
currently available there. Much 
of that money had flowed the 
other way last year when U.S. 
Interest rate was high.

It Is liecenalng very dlfllcult 
for even tho most patriotic 
American to find moral Justifi- 
cation (or continuing tlie kind of 
wnr this country Is waging In 
Vlotnam. 

That Is the conclusion 
reached by 14 Koman Catliollc 
bishops of New England. Tlioy 
voiced their anguish of con- 
science In a Joint pastoral letter 
which deserves more public 
attention than it has received. 

To comprehend fully tho 
significance of tliLi document, 
one nnust bear In mind thut die 
Catholic Church has never been 
en exponent of pacifism. It has 
always taught that the mornlity 
of any war mu.it bo Judged In 
tile light of actual circuiimtini' 
CCS. Some wars arc Just, others 
ore unjust. Seme types ol 
military action can be con- 
doned, others cannot. 



While crediting U.S. leaders 
with a sincere desire .to do 
right, tho 14 Catholic bishops 
said. U.Si«j^llcy In Vietnam 
seerns to flunk at least two of 
tho cruclid tesluif a Just war. 

First, the type of warfare tills 
country is waging, witli heavy 
cmphnsls on air attacks and 
".■jcnrch and destroy" tactics, 
Inovltnhly rbaults In heavy 
cenunlllcs among civilian non- 
combatants, as well as whole- 
sale destruction of crop s and 
homes. •• ' " 

Any tactics that violate "tho 
principle of civilian Immunity 
from direct and Indiscriminate 
attack," tlie bishops said, 
"merit tho sovorost moral 
condemnation." 

Tlie second principle of Just 
war tliat npporently Is being 
violated In Vlotnam, Uio bishops 
said, Is that of "proportionali- 
ty."

RUPERT — Rupert Chamber 
of Commerce members not only ' 
hoard about conditions in 
Afghanistan at their Tliursday 
luncheon, but had opportunity 
to view typical farm machinery 
used there, 

ttelth Merrill, who with his 
wife spent two yoars In 
Afghanistan where he was 
under a government contract as- 
B farm machinery adviser, 
brought a stick plow, wooden 
fork, sickle and ^vel. 

He narrated a flhn showing 
his activities while there. His 
goal was to develop a threshing 
machine Which the natives 
could understand and repair. 
"Die machbie he built could 
thresh about 200 pounds per 
hour, Merrill said, which was 
much faster than anything the 
farmers were used to. 
■ The Morrison-Knudsen Co., 
with headquarters in Bolso, 
built a dam in the only river In 
Afghanistan about 20 years ago, 
Merrill said, and this dam 
Irrigates about 50,000 acres. 

"About half tho children bom 
in that country never reach the 
age of 5 boCBUfid of poor health 
conditions,'^ Morrill said. 
"Wives aro purchased for about 
1100 and ono man is permitted 
to have up to four, wives. The 
men marry ,whon thoy aro 35 
years old and girls aro sold as 
wives at tho ago of .13 wiUi all 
arrangements made by the 
family. 

"Only abouthair the men over 
marry for they can't afford to 
buy a wife," Morrill said. 

The homos are made of mud 
bricks and there aro no toUots in 
the country, the speaker-sald. 
All water must bo boiled for 30 
minutes before It can ovon be 
used to brush teeth. 

Top wago.q in the country aro 
from $3 to )S per month and a 
few persons got 12 cents per 
hour digging Irrigation ditches 
in tho desert. 

Tho only good buildings aro 
those which aro used for wor- 
sliip. Tho natives pray five 
times a day no matter whoro 
thoy are or what tlioy are doing, 
Merrill said. 

Tho tomporaturo vnrio» 
between 110 and 120 degrees 
seven months of tlio ycur wlUi 
about two belies of rainfuU.

.But ho has won an impressive 
string of victories in the Senate 
recently on foreign policy and

If that accurately signals a 
growing unity within Republi- 
can ranks, It is bad news 
politically for the Democrats. 

And the President largely has 
a senior, establishment Demo- 
crat In the Scnolo to thank for 
this. 

It was Sen. John C. Stennls of 
Mississippi who tended off 
administration critics attempt- 
ing to change fundamental 
American foreign policy vls-a- 
vis Europe, and the military 
manpower requirements to 
back up those policies. 

In the Senate cloakroom and. 
on the floor, Stennls was far 
more effective than administra- 
tion lobbyists In finally defeat- 
ing' the proposal by the highly 
respected Miko Mansfield, the 
Senate Democratic leader, 

When- the^Senatfti moved-lo- 

the basic draft Issue Itself, the 
President won Impressively 
again. And again Stennls played 
a major role In behalf of the 
President. 

Only five Itcpubllcans voted 
with Sen. Gsylor Nelson, D- 
Wls., to forbid Uio uso of 
draftees for Vietnam combat 
without their consent. 

Not. a single nepubllcan 
defected on an amcndrncnt by 
Sen. John V, Tunney, D^llf., 
to bar use of draftees for 
combat anywhere In the world. 

On an amendment by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mflss., 
to bar bonuses for combat duty, 
only four RepublltiaAs voted 
agahist the President. 

It would bo phenomenal if tlte 
President could hold mavericks 
In his own party to those low 
levels on future molor issues. 



But If he were able to pull It 
off, he would go to the voters 
next year with a party far 
moro unified than the frag- 
mented Democrats,
